We  cheerfully  say,  we  are 
well  satisfied  with  his  management  for  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Farcin  g- 
ton  looks  well  to  the  affairs  of  the  household,  is  industrious,  economic 
cal,  and  kind  to  the  paupers ;  she  is  well  fitted  for  the  place  she  occu- 
pies, as  will  be  seen  by  visiting  the  "tome  "  and  seeing  the  estimation 
she  is  held  in  by  those  under  her  care.  We  have  engaged  for  another 
year  the  services  of  Mr.  Farrington  and  wife  for  $325.

REPORT  OF  SUMNER  BURNHAM,  TOWN  AGENT, 

And  Chairman  of  Committee  on  certain  Claims  or  Pretended 
Claims  against  the  Tow7i. 

Acting  under  instructions  of  the  town,  your  committee  made  inves- 
tigations in  regard  to  the  claims  of  George  Hamlin,  of  Waterford,  and 
it  was  voted  by  said  committee  to  pay  Mr.  Hamlin  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  authorized  me  to  do  so.  So  I  made  that  propo- 
sition to  his  attorney,  which  was  refused.  At  the  last  Court  the  case 
was  not  reached,  so  the  action  is  still  pending. 

J.  L.  Horne  presented  a  claim  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  damages 
done  to  his  tannery  in  the  freshet  of  October,  1869.  After  investiga- 
ting said  case,  the  committee  thought  the  town  w^as  not  liable,  so 
nothing  has  been  done.

To  E.   C.  Shackley,  one  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Norway, 
in  the  County  of  Oxford,  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine ;  you  are  hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the 
inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Norway,  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assem- 
ble at  the  Town  House,  in  Concert  Hall,  in  said  jjtown,  on  Monday  the  sixth  day  of 
March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  Articles  to  wit: 

Art.  1 .   To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  Meeting. 
Art.  2.   To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  a  Board  of  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and 
all  other  Town  officers  necessary  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  grant  and  raise  for  the  support 
of  the  Schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Poor,  and  defray  all  other  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  and  repair  the  several  Roads  and 
Bridges  by  a  money  tax  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  to  do  the  same. 

Art.  7.  To'see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  choose  one  or  more  road  Commissioners  to 
expend  the  same. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  or  sums  of  money,  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  for  mak- 
ing and  repairing  the  several  Roads  and  Bridges  in  said  town,  for  the  year  cnsuing,and

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  the  Road  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen 
on  petition  of  Henry  C.  Reed  and  others,  the  present  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  the  Road  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  on 
petition  of  Lorenzo  Hathcrway  and  Sidney  Perham  the  present  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

OF  THE  TOWN  OF  NORWAY, 
For  the  Year-  ending  Feb.  12,  187 L 


Your  Committee  in  submitting  their  report  are  happy  to  say  that 
our  schools  for  the  past  year  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  have  been 
very  orderly  and  successful,  and  a  part  of  them  unusually  interesting.. 
According  to  an  act  of  the  Legislature  it  has  become  obligatory  up 
on  the  Superintending  School  Committee  to  employ  the  teachers  for 
our  schools,  and  your  committee  have  endeavored  to  conform  to  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  the  Law. 

The  letter  was  that  we  have  a  written  examination  of  teachers,  thus 
subjecting  each  to  a  critical  test  of  his  or  her  qualifications,  instead  of 
the  old  way  which  often  amounted  to  nothing  better  than  a  guess. 
Accordingly  we  advertised  the  time  and  place  of  said  examination, 
thus  doing  the  work  in  one  day,  instead  of  incurring  the  expense  of  a 
separate  examination  of  individual  teachers  as  was  the  fact  under  the 
old  Law;  and  also  that  the  Committee  bestow  more  labor  on  the 
schools  and  expect  better  work  of  the  teachers.  The  spirit  was  that 
we  secure  to  the  people  the  best  equivalent  for  the  money  expended. 
Consequently  we  have  always  invited  the  agents  to  attend  the  exami 
nations  and  express  to  us  the  wishes  of  the  several  districts,  and  we 
have  striven  to  cany  out  those  wishes  when  consistent;  but  when  an 
agent  has  pressed  the  claim  of  an  incompetent  relative,  the  committee- 
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have  felt  under  obligation  to  dissent.  The  spirit  of  the  Law  is  to  ex- 
clude favoritism,  for  a  committee  of  three  men  would  not  be  likely  to 
have  so  many  relatives  as  fifteen  agents.  As  there  has  been  much 
complaint  of  the  committee  paying  high  wages  for  the  winter  term, 
we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts  :  Last  year  the 
agent  in  District  No.  2,  paid  the  teacher  thirty  dollars  per  month, 
(which  was  little  enough);  this  winter  the  committee  employed  a  fe- 
male for  twenty  dollars  per  month,  thus  saving  ten  dollars.  The 
same  is  true  in  district  No.  5.  In  district  No.  8,  last  year,  the  agent 
payed  twenty-five  dollars  per  month, — this  year  the  committee  have 
employed  the  teacher  for  eighteen  dollars,  and  have  had  a  very  much 
better  school.  In  several  districts  a  part  of  the  money  has  been  ex- 
pended in  repairs  on  the  school  house,  and  in  some  others  it  has  not 
all  been  expended.  We  lost  several  good  teachers  from  insufficiency 
in  the  wages.  We  have  a  right  to  expect,  and  usually  find  good 
schools  where  there  are  good  teachers.  Money  will  always  secure 
them.  They  are  not  to  be  judged  however  by  their  success  or  failure 
without  a  knowledge  of  surrounding  influences.  Their  labors  though 
earnestly  and  skilfully  bestowed,  are  not  always  appreciated,  and  even 
the  best  in  certain  fields  will  fail  of  success  from  the  barrenness  of  the 
soil.  Some  of  Heaven's  purest  rain-drops  are  cast  upon  desert  sands 
and  barren  rocks  where  all  their  fertilizing  influences  are  lost;  while 
others  fall  among  the  flowers,  or  on  the  green  fields,  and  these  same 
influences,  waken  vegetation  into  life,  and  leave  an  impress  of  beauty 
upon  whatever  they  touch.  Your  committee  feel  called  upon  to  say 
while  some  of  the  agents  have  failed  to  co-operate  with  them,  and 
they  and  their  allies  have  done  not  a  little  to  impede  the  working  of 
the  school  machinery,  others  have  come  forward  manfully  to  the  work, 
and  rendered  invaluable  assistance.  We  now  proceed  to  a  particular 
report  of  each  district: 

In  District  No.  1,  the  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ella  M. 
Crockett.  This  was  Miss  C.'s  first  term  at  teaching,  which  was  suc- 
cessful. Her  method  of  conducting  recitations  was  good,  and  her  or- 
der excellent.  The  teacher  and  scholars  were  interested,  and  the  par- 
ents we  think  were  satisfied  that  their  wants  were  met,  and  that  the 
school  was  profitable.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  district,  26 ; 
whole  No.  attending  school,  8 ;  average  No.  attending  school,  7. 

The  winter  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Sarah  H.  Witt. 
When  we  visited  it  at  the  opening,  it  was  well  classified,  orderly  and 
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diligent.  The  school  appeared  well  at  the  closing  examination,  and 
gave  general  satisfaction.  Miss  W.  is  a  good  scholar,  and  has  a  rare 
faculty  of  imparting  instruction.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  attending 
school,  17;  average  No.  attending  school,  15.    Grin  Brown,  Agent. 

In  District  No.  2,  both  summer  and  winter  term  were  taught  by 
Miss  Mattie  T.  Brooks.  The  summer  term  commenced  on  June  6th, 
and  closed  on  July  29th.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  33 ; 
whole  No.  of  scholars  attending  school,  23 ;  average  No.  attending 
school,  20.  The  winter  term  commenced  Nov.  28th,  and  closed  Jan 
uary  21st.  Whole  No.  attending  school,  25;  average  No.  attending 
school,  22.  Miss  Brooks  is  an  experienced  and  competent  teacher. 
Her  discipline  and  instruction  thorough,  and  good  progress  was  made 
in  the  several  branches  taught.  The  district  is  fortunate  that  secures 
her  services.    Isaac  Hayes,  Agent. 

In  district  No.  3,  both  summer  and  winter  terms  Svere  under  the  in- 
struction of  Miss  Clara  A.  Noyes.  Whole  Ao.  of  scholars  in  the  dis- 
trict, 33;  whole  No.  attending  [summer  school,  21;  average  No.  at- 
tending summer  school,  19;  whole  No.  attending  winter  school,  24; 
average  No.  attending  winter  school,  19.  Miss  Noyes,  in  the  man 
agement  of  this  school  has  not  only  shown  herself  to  be  a  systematic, 
faithful  and  well  informed  teacher,  but  mistress  of  the  school  in  which 
she  presides.  The  scholars  acquitted  themselves  creditably  through- 
out  the  year.  The  classes  in  Mental  Arithmetic  appeared  excellently. 
Frank  Foster,  Agent. 

The  summer  term  in  District  No.  4,  was  conducted  by  Miss  Lau- 
ristine  D.  Smith,  and  commenced  June  6th,  and  closed  July  9th. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  district,  17;  whole  No.  attending  school, 
7 ;  average  No.  attending  school,  5.  This  was  Miss  Smith's  first 
school.  The  scholars  in  this  school  appeared  somewhat  deficient  on 
ground  they  had  been  over  when  the  school  was  first  visited.  Owing 
to  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  length  of  the  school,  it  was  not  visit- 
ed at  the  close,  but  we  learned  that  JMiss  Smith  did  well  with  her 
scholars.  As  this  school  is  so  small,  would  it  not  be  better  to  unite 
summer  and  winter  term  ?  The  winter  term  is  now  in  successful  op- 
eration, under  the  care  of  Miss  Etta  E.  Towne.  Miss  Towne  is  a  good 
scholar,  an  excellent  disciplinarian,  and  possesses  a  peculiar  faculty  of 
interesting  her  pupils.  No  school  can  fail  to  be  interested  and  make 
progress  where  she  is  teacher.    Ansel  Towne,  Agent. 

The  summer  term     District  No.  5,  was  taught  by  Miss  Etta  Tuell 
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of  Sumner,  commencing  on  the  16th  of  May,  and  closing  on  the  2d  of 
July.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  district.  39 ;  whole  Xo.  attend- 
ing school,  23 ;  average  No.  attending  school,  20.  Miss  Tuell  is  an 
accomplished  scholar,  and  able  teacher.  The  classes  all  appeared  to 
«?ood  advantage  at  the  examination,  and  reflect  credit  on  themselves 
and  their  instructor.  It  was  pleasant  to  the  committee  to  meet  the 
parents  at  the  examination. 

The  winter  term  was  under  the  care  of  Miss  Alice  Burnham.  com- 
mencing on  the  28th  of  November,  and  closing  on  the  8th  day  of 
February.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  attending  school,  28 ;  average  No. 
attending  school,  23.  The  committee  felt  it  was  quite  an  undertak- 
ing for  Miss  B.  to  manage  the  large  boys  in  the  school.  Her  success 
however,  more  than  met  our  expectation,  We  visited  her  school  at 
the  beginning  and  close,  and  was  gratified  with  the  interest  manifest- 
ed, and  the  improvement  made  in  the  branches  taught.  In  some  of 
which  it  was  marked  Miss  Burnham  is  an  able  and  faithful  teacher. 
We  hope  her  services  may  be  retained  in  town.  N.  G.  Burnham, 
Agent. 

The  school  in  District  No.  6,  commenced  on  the  16th  of  May,  and 
closed  on  July  2d.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  district,  40 ;  whole 
No.  attending  school,  22:  average  No.  attending  school,  19.  This 
term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Ellen  Stevens,  and  was  a  suc- 
cess. Miss  S.  is  a  capable  teacher,  having  a  clear  idea  of  what  her 
scholars  need,  and  always  willing  to  assist  them.  In  all  the  studies,  the 
scholars  showed  advancement,  and  in  reading  there  was  a  very  mark- 
ed improvement,  evidencing  careful  and  continued  drill.  The  order 
of  the  school  was  excellent.    The  school-honse  needs  repairs. 

Winter  term  taught  by  Hermon  Horn,  commencing  December  4th 
and  closing  January  12th.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  attending  school, 
37;  average  No.  attending  school,  30.  This  was  3Ir.  Horn's  first 
school.  Mr.  H.  is  an  excellent  scholar,  and  the  school  improved  in 
interest  and  efficiency  from  the  beginning  to  the  close.  We  were 
very  much  pleased  at  the  examination  with  advancement  made. 
Timothy  Gorham,  Agent. 

The  graded  school  in  District  No.  7,  High  School,  was  opened  on 
June  6th,  and  continued  in  session  until  July  29th,  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Prof.  J.  II.  Sawyer  of  Hermon.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in 
district,  250;  whole  No.  attending  this  department,  35;  average  No. 
attending,  29  4  10.    Your  committee  at  the  opening  of  the  year  found 
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it  very  difficult  to  obtain  such  a  teacher  as  the  position  required. 
Prof.  Sawyer  of  Union  Academy,  came  very  highly  recommended, 
and  proved  himself  to  be  master  of  all  the  branches  taught.  He  was 
systematic  and  thorough  in  his  drill,  and  no  scholar  could  fail  of  pro- 
ficiency in  his  studies,  who  had  a  disposition  to  learn.  Were  it  not 
for  Mr.  S.'s  peculiarities,  he  would  command  as  a  teacher,  one  of  the 
first  positions  in  the  State. 

The  winter  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  X,  F.  Curtis,  of 
Bowdoin  College,  and  commenced  Dec.  5th,  and  closed  Februaay 
10th.  Whole  No.  attending  the  school,  54;  average  So.  42,  Mr. 
Curtis  is  a  gentleman  of  good  habits  and  a  fine  scholar.  The  commit- 
tee made  several  visits  to  this  school  dining  the  term,  and  always 
found  the  teacher  diligently  employed  for  the  interests  of  his  sehol 
ars,  shedding  upon  them  the  sunshine  and  culture  of  his  nature.  A: 
the  examination  we  were  especially  interested  with  the  marked  pro- 
gress made  in  Reading,  Algebra.  Geography  and  Philosophy.  The 
school  was  a  success. 

The  intermediate  school  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss  F.  A.  Green- 
wood, of  Hebron,  commencing  May  24th.  and  closing  July  29th. 
Whole  So.  of  scholars  attending  school,  3G;  average  STa  attending 
school,  22.  Miss  Greenwood  possesses  superior  natural  and  acquired 
abilities,  combined  with  those  elements  so  essential  in  every  teacher, 
energy,  perserveranee  and  decision.  The  scholars  advanced  rapidly 
and  thoroughly  under  her  persistent  drill.  The  winter  term  was 
taught  by  Miss  Isa  T.  Howe.  It  commenced  Dec.  6th,  and  closed 
Feb.  10th.  Whole  So.  of  scholars  attending  school,  42;  'average 
Xo.  attending  school,  36.  Miss  Howe  is  a  successful  teacher,  and 
good  progress  was  made  in  her  school  during  the  term.  The  exarni- 
nation  was  very  satisfactory  to  the  committee  and  agent,  who  with 
others  were  present.  We  trust  the  parents  in  the  future  will  attend 
these  examinations. 

The  summer  temi  in  the  Upper  Primary  was  under  the  instruction 
of  Miss  Abby  J.  Crockett,  who  for  some  time  has  been  favorably 
known  in  our  schools,  and  we  are  certain  that  she  has  sustained  her 
former  good  reputation.  She  has  a  happy  faculty  of  instructing  and 
croverniug  her  school.  The  winter  term  was  taught  bv  Miss  Chris 
Stevens,  and  commenced  December  6th.  and  closed  on  February  10th. 
Whole  Xo.  of  scholars  attending  school,  42;  average  No.  attending 
school.  32.    The  scholars  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  Miss  ^t^-vens  large  ex- 
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perienee  and  thorough  knowledge  of  her  work.  This  school  is  one  of 
the  most  difficult  in  town  to  manage,  but  your  committee  after  having 
carefully  watched  its  progress  through  the  year,  ieel  justified  in  say- 
ing that  it  has  been  very  ably  conducted.  The  recitations  at  the  clos- 
ing examination  clearly  illustrated  that  it  is  better  to  pay  a  good 
teacher  reasonable  recompense  than  to  allow  a  poor  unqualified  one  to 
taint  the  atmosphere  of  the  school-room  and  tarnish  the  minds  of  the 
scholars. 

The  Lower  Primary  has  been  under  the  tuition  of  Miss  Addie  Math- 
ews, during  both  the  terms  of  the  year,  and  continued  in  session  18 
weeks.  The  No.  attending  each  term,  40;  average  No.  attending 
each  term,  30.  This  was  Miss  Mathews  first  school.  She  brought  to 
her  work  good  qualifications  and  an  improved  method  of  instruction. 
She  labored  hard  and  succeeded  well,  maintaining  a  growing  interest 
and  improvement  in  discipline  and  facility  of  instruction  through  the 
year.  Her  alphabetical  method  of  spelling  the  words  known  by  the 
pupils,  the  talking  oft*  the  book  in  reading  to  avoid  the  school-house 
tone,  the  analysis  of  words  dividing  them  into  syllables,  giving  the 
classification  and  sounds  of  the  letters  composing  them,  the  originat- 
ing of  examples  in  Arithmetic  and  the  teaching  with  only  reference  to 
the  the  text  book,  were  features  in  her  school  highly  pleasing  to  the 
committee.    L;  H.  Wrisley,  Agent. 

In  No.  8,  both  summer  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Liz- 
zie P.  Witt.  Summer  term  commencing  May  9th,  and  continuing 
until  July  1st,  and  the  winter  term  commencing  November  21st,  and 
closing  February  9th.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  32  ;  whole 
No.  attending  school,  21 ;  average  No.  attending  school,  18.  Whole 
No.  attending  winter  school,  28  ;  average  No.  attending  winter  school 
21.  Miss  Witt,  is  a  teacher  of  experience  and  excellent  qualifications. 
She  strove  with  diligence  to  elevate  the  standard  of  her  school,  nor 
was  she  unsuccessful.  The  scholars  were  made  to  understand  what 
they  passed  over,  and  to  have  confidence  in  their  own  ability.  In 
reading  the  improvement  was  very  marked.  The  classes  in  the  Intel- 
lectual Arithmetic,  was  a  pleasing  feature  at  the  examination.  A  few 
of  the  parents  manifested  their  interest  by  attending  the  examination, 
which  was  also  very  gratifying.    Solomon  I.  Millet,  Agent. 

The  summer  term  in  District  No.  9,  commenced  May  16th,  and  con- 
tinued to  July  2d,  taught  by  Miss  Sarah  H.  Witt.  No.  of  scholars  in 
district,  29;  No.  attending  school,  14  ;  average  No.  11.    This  was  a 
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quiet  little  school  of  seven  weeks,  where  the  children  are  almost  too 
small,  and  the  term  too  short  to  make  apparent  progress  or  to  awaken 
much  enthusiasm  in  study. 

The  winter  term  entrusted  to  Joseph  K.  Green,  of  Harrison,  began 
on  Nov.  21st,  and  closed  on  January  6th.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  at- 
tending school,  18;  average  No.  15.  Mr.  Greene  is  a  scholar  and  a 
tine  young  man,  and  the  committee  regret  to  say  that  this  his  first 
school,  as  to  order  at  least  was  a  failure.  We  hope  this  district  next 
winter  will  be  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  good  female  teacher.  Ir- 
vin  Frost,  Agent. 

The  first  term  in  District  No.  10,  was  taught  by  Miss  Addie  M. 
Denison.  It  commenced  May  16th,  and  closed  July  8th.  Whole 
No.  of  scholars  in  district,  16;  whole  No.  attending  school,  11  ;  aver- 
age No.  attending  school,  10.  Miss  D.  is  a  teacher  of  good  parts  and 
tine  culture.  This  was  her  first  term.  The  instruction  was  clear 
and  direct,  and  the  older  scholars  made  good  improvement.  A  few 
more  years  of  development  will  make  Miss  Denison  a  superior  teach- 
er. The  last  term  under  Miss  Emma  S.  Walker,  opened  Nov.  2d, 
and  closed  January  28th.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  attending  school, 
17;  average  No.  attending,  14.  We  visited  the  school  at  its  begin- 
ning, and  found  it  well  organized,  and  in  a  fine  state  of  progress. 
Owing  to  the  Agent's  refusing  to  notify  the  committee,  there  was  no 
examination  at  the  close,  but  from  all  reports  we  judge  the  school 
was  a  perfect  success.    Ezekiel  C.  Jackson,  Agent. 

The  summer  term  in  District  No.  11,  commenced  June  6th,  and 
closed  August  2d,  taught  by  Miss  Emma  I.  Upton.  Whole  No.  of 
scholars  in  the  district,  41 ;  whole  No.  attending  school,  22;  average 
No.  attending  school,  16.  This  was  Miss  Upton's  third  term  of  school 
in  this  district,  which  we  believe  was  profitable.  Miss  Upton  is  a 
good  scholar,  and  has  a  superior  faculty  of  imparting  her  knowledge 
to  others.  Such  a  teacher  should  not  be  permitted  to  leate  the  town 
for  a  school.  It  is  better  to  pay  a  little  more  and  keep  them  at  home. 
The  closing  examination  was  highly  satisfactory.  The  winter  term 
taught  by  Miss  Ella  M.  Crockett,  commenced  November  11th,  and 
closed  Jan.  7th.  Whole  No.  attending  school,  27;  average  No.  at 
tending,  22.  The  committee  visited  this  school  three  times  during  its 
last  term,  and  always  found  it  orderly  and  diligent.  From  the  exami- 
nation of  the  teacher,  Avhich  like  a  thousand  other  beginners,  though 
imperfect,  we  had  a  right  to  expect  a  good  school,  and  notwithstand- 
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ing  the  prejudice  that  influenced  the  opinion  of  some  in  the  district, 
we  regard  the  school  as  more  than  an  average  success.  Cyrus  Buck, 
Agent. 

The  first  term  in  District  No.  12,  commenced  May  23d,  and  contin- 
ued to  June  15th,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Viola  A.  French.  Whole 
No.  of  scholars  in  district,  19;  whole  No.  attending  school,  8;  aver- 
age No  attending  school,  7  2-3.  Miss  French  is  a  young  teacher  of 
much  ability  and  promise.  In  Arithmetic  she  has  perhaps  no  superior 
among  the  teachers  in  town.  The  scholars  learned  rapidly  under  her 
tuition.    Miss  F.  should  be  employed  in  this  school  another  year. 

The  second  term  under  the  care  of  Miss  Ellen  Stevens,  began  De- 
cember 4th,  and  closed  February  10th.  No.  attending  school,  15? 
average  No.  attending,  12.  The  committee  made  three  visits  to  this 
school,  and  always  found  it  working  finely.  The  government  and 
drill,  and  consequently  the  proficiency  in  the  branches  taught,  were 
much  above  the  average.  Miss  S.  is  an  excellent  teacher.  Amos 
French,  Agent.  I 

In  District  No.  13,  after  much  perplexity,  in  regard  to  a  competent 
teacher,  we  secured  the  services  of  A..  J.  Merrill,  of  Buckfield.  Un- 
der his  tuition,  both  terms  were  combined  in  One,  commencing  Octo- 
ber 3d,  and  closing  Nov.  23d.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  district,  23  * 
whole  No.  attending  school,  17;  average  No.  13.  Mr.  Merrill  has 
taught  twenty-eight  schools, — was  a  man  of  common  sense,  having  a 
good  knowledge  of  human  nature,  combined  with  dignity,  kindness, 
devotedness  and  force  of  moral  character.  These  qualifications  made 
him  master  of  his  position.  The  greatest  improvement  of  the  year 
for  the  length  of  the  school  was  made  here.  The  teacher  was  re- 
spected by  the  parents  and  beloved  of  his  pupils,  whom  he  parted 
with  in  tears.    Ansel  Cusbman,  Agent. 

In  District  No.  14,  both  summer  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by 
Miss  Hattie  E.  Towne.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  district,  15  ; 
whole  No.  attending  school,  12;  average  No.  attending,  ICh  The 
winter  term  began  Dec.  12th,  and  concluded  January  14th.  No.  at- 
tending school,  16 ;  average  attendance,  14.  Miss  Towne  posseeses 
the  parts  and  qualifications  that  makes  a  good  teacher.  She  only 
needs  the  requisite  position  to  call  out  her  powers  that  would  rank 
her  very  high  among  teachers.  Her  school  was  very  successful  and 
highly  pleasing  to  the  district,  a  part  of  whom  were  present  at  the  ex- 


animations.  We  would  suggest  that  the  school-house  be  repaired.

The  summer  term  in  District  No.  15,  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  L. 
Walker,  commencing  on  June  6th,  and  closing  on  July  23d.  Whole 
No.  of  scholars  in  the  district,  15;  whole  No.  attending  school,  12; 
average  No.  9.  This  was  Miss  Walker's  first  school,  and  it  merits 
our  approbation.  She  labored  hard  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school 
and  succeeded  admirably.  It  is  for  the  interest  of  our  schools  to  re- 
tain her  services.  The  winter  term  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Carrie  Pingree,  commenced  Dec,  26th,  and  closed  Feb.  11.  Whole 
No.  of  scholars  in  school,  13  ;  average  No.  attending  school,  12.  The 
school-house  was  repaired  last  Autumn,  and  is  in  a  good  order.  There 
are  some  very  good  scholars  in  this  district  considering  their  advant- 
ages. As  the  district  is  small,  their  schools  are  necessarily  short. 
Miss  Pingree  succeeded  very  well  in  this  school. 

There  were  in  town  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  626  schol- 
ars. Whole  No.  attending  the  summer  schools,  459 ;  average  No.  at- 
tending the  summer  schools,  367 ;  whole  No.  in  the  winter  school, 
493;  average  No.  391.  There  have  been  employed  25  different  teach- 
ers. 13  of  whom  had  never  Ought  in  town.  In  superintending  the 
18  schools  of  Norway,  we  have  striven  to  elevate  their  standard,  have 
bestowed  much  labor  and  study  upon  them,  and  have  required  more 
earnest  and  faithful  work  in  the  school-room.  We  have  made  81  vis- 
its, and  traveled  480  miles  with  horse  and  carriage.  Most  of  the 
schools  have  been  visited  by  the  County  Supervisor.  We  have  en- 
deavored to  sustain  order,  promote  the  most  approved  methods  of  in- 
struction, support  the  teachers,  encourage  merit  and  advance  the  inter- 
est of  education.  To  the  complainers  of  high  wages  paid  to  teach- 
ers, we  have  three  replies.  First,  the  plan  has  produced  better  schools ; 
this  we  believe  is  generally  admitted.  Secondly,  we  have  paid  from 
$3.50  to  $5.00  per  week,  while  the  girls  in  our  Village  shops  make 
from  $7.00  to  $10.00.  Thirdly,  we  know  of  no  principle  of  political 
economy  that  forbids  a  man's  pay  to  a  woman  doing  a  man's  work.
